Friday, Jan. 11, is the date set 
foz rice growers throughout pro- 
duction areas to vote on market- 
ing quotas for the 1963 rice 
crop, A. R. Harrington, Chair- 
man, Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation County Com- 
mittee, has announced. 

Quotas have been in effect for 


approved for 1962 by a 94.2 per- 
cent favorable vote. To remain 
in effect for the 1963 rice crop,
